1. * This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of the 
claimed invention: 

(I) the species of First Embodiment (figure 1). 

(II) the species of Second Embodiment (figure 2). 

(III) the species of Third Embodiment (figure 3). 

(IV) the species of Fourth Embodiment (figure 4). 

(V) the species of Fifth Embodiment (figure 6). 

2. A telephone call was made to G. Gregory Schivley on December ,8, 2000 to request an 
oral election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being made. 

3. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits *to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held 
to be allowable. Currently, claims 1 and 12 are generic claims. 

4. Applicant is advised that a response to this requirement must include an identification of 
the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable 
thereon, including any claims subsequently added and drawings which depict the elected species.
